The Soviet war materiel which was stored in the Galati dock area was ^ 
loaded during the end of July into 20 Soviet lighters which sailed up the 
river. Small iron barges for floating bridge construction were also moved 
up the river into Braila* 


9* Soviet troops which were encamped between Barbosi, Serdaru and Serbestl in 
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GoverluL county, held maneuvers during the latter part of June* 

Armored cars, trucks, mobile artillery and 15 tanks (eight meters long) 
were utilized during the maneuvers® 

10 o The Viitorul shipyards have four minesweepers and five lighters (1,000 
ton) which are under construction and several craft under repair® The 
work is behind schedule.

Hi® A platform has been erected on the roof of a building at 28-30 Halelor 
Strada next to the Dacia Hotel* It is believed that this platform will 
be used for anti-aircraft guns* Similar platforms have been observed 
on other high buildings in Bucharest* Some buildings have short ladders, 
believed to be used for anti-aircraft gun emplacements (sic). A building 
opposite Saint Gheorghe Church and the building next to the hotel at 
11 Strada lunie on the square have such ladders® 

15 o Cement production in Rumania has increased 250 percent since 191*8. The 
entire cement supply is exported to the USSR® Since Hi March all domestic 
deliveries of cement have stopped® 

16 0 Since last spring, the Agenco Cooperative has built 200 warehouses for 
grain storage, of 200, 600 and 800- ton capacity® The warehouses are 
owned by Comcereal (state enterprise)* The Agsnco Cooperative has also 
completed cons traction of 25 buildings at Tiganesti, near Bucharest, to 
accommodate a new Soviet radio station* Only Communists were permitted 
to supervise the construction^ 
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
